The President presented his official report as follows: 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


It is indeed a great pleasure to convene in this new and magnificent 
Church. Oshkosh is the center of an intensely active and important part 
of the great Lutheran State of Wisconsin. ~The Fox River Valley in-. 
cluding a territory as great as that of ancient Nile, is filled with the 
treasures of heaven, holds a commanding and advantageous location slep- 
ing gradually on to the Great Lake. Oshkosh has grown faster than any 
of its competitors and has gathered industries far and wide until it is 
the jewel of Butte Des Morts and the pearl of Winnebago. It is the 
very heart and center of the entire valley of the rich agricultural counties 
of Dodge, Fond du Lac, Winnebago, Outagamie. It is lavalier of the 
necklace of pearls, surrounding Lake Winnébago, made up of Green Bay, 
Appleton, Neenah, Fond du Lac, Menasha, Sheboygan and Manitowoc. 

St. John’s Congregation whose guests we are today had its beginning 
in 1°07 when Rev. W. P. Christy, on authority of Eastern Conference, in- 
vestigated the field early in February. After a thorough canvass by Kev. 
A. C. Anda. Western District Superintendent of Home Missions, assisted 
by Rey. Christy and Dr. Frick, the first public service was held May Sth, 
1907, in Y. M. C. A. rooms. Dr. Frick became supply Pastor and for 
some time preached regularly every alternate Wednesday evening in the 
Good Templar’s Hall. August 9th, 1907, Rev. C. B. Lindtwed arrived as 
the first local Mission Pastor. September 27th, 1907, a mission was or- 
ganized with thirty-seven charter members, which took the name of St. 
John’s English Evangelical Lutheran Church in recognition of St. John’s 
English Lutheran Church of Mount Pleasant, Pa., which had made a 
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donation as a nest egg for an English Lutheran Church at this city. 
April 30th, 1908, two lots purchased on the corner of Wisconsin Avenue 
3 and Union Street. A frame dwelling standing on one of these lots was 
; | -remodeled into a neat, churchly chapel with parsonage quarters upstairs. 
On August 6th, 1911 (Rev. Lindtwed having resigned and accepted call 
to Jersey Shore, Pa.), the Congregation extended unanimous call to 
' Rev. Wm. C. Stump of East Germantown, Ind. Rev. Stump accepted 
call and was on the field October 8th, 1911. Since that time to the present 
rapid strides of progress have been made. May first, 1913, the Congrega- 
tion became self-sustaining. October 10th, 1913, lots were purchased 
for a new church. Plans were prepared by Architect Wm. Waters and 
contract let for erection of new church. 

“Ground was broken April 9, 1914, for a new church building. The 
corner stone was laid June 7, 1914, with appropriate services by Dr. A. F. 
Elmquist, president of synod, and the Rev. F. E. Cooper, president of 
conference. 

: The congregation werehinea in the basement of the new building 
from Dec., 1914, until the dedication which took place Nov. 21, 1915. 

_ The feast of dedication opened with three services on Sunday. A 
Sunday school service was held at 10 a. m. The consecration service 
took place at 2:30 p.m., which filled every sitting, and vesper service, with 
address by Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister. of Janesville, Wis., on “Making 
Melody,” also well attended. The choir was vested Pr! the first time. 
The ‘dedicatory sermon by Dr. Frick, on 1 John 4:9-17, was a character 

sketch of St. John, the Divine, emphasizing the cardinal doctrines of his 
theology,—love (symbolized by the cross), faith (by the substantial. 
foundation and walls), and hope (by the stately tower). Words of greet- 
ing were given by the Hon. J. H. Davidson, ex-Congressman; the Rev. 
A J. Sommer, of St. Patul’s, Neenah—also getting ready for dedication— 
Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister, the pastor’s classmate at college and seminary, 
and the Rev. Luther Hogshead, Chicago, Western District Superinten- 
dent of Missions. Since then the progress and internal growth has been ~ 
even greater than before. : 

At last meeting of Synod the Pastor and Church Councit ‘of se 
John’s Lutheran Church, Oshkosh, formally extended an invitation to 
the Synod of the Northwest to: hold the 26th annual Convention in their 
new Church in June, 1916. In response to this invitation we are here 
today as Synod with representatives from practically all our Congrega- 
tions throughout the length and breadth of this great Northwest. 
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“THe LUTHERAN” AND LUTHERAN LITERATURE. 


As a missionary Synod we aught to be deeply interested in spreading 

The Lutheran in every home of Synod as a pleasant duty preparatory 

to the Quadri-Centennial celebration next year. Next to the preaching 

} of the word of God itself no agent is so powerful to disseminate the 
! principles of Christianity as the printing press. The Lutheran is our 
i own Church paper, containing the official news of the Lutheran Church 
the world over. It also abounds with brief, pithy, live editorials, ser- 
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monettes and paragraphs. I would urgently recommend that before this 
year is over every Church Council would see to it that the Lutheran, 
Home and Foreign Missionary and Woman’s Worker are found in every 
home in Synod. If no other method can be devised for spreading of 
this literature let the Church Councils set aside a sum of money sufficient 
to pay for one copy of each of these publications for each family, and 
have them sent directly to the respective homes. I would also -recom- 
mend, out of justice to the writers and because of the incalculable amount 
of good that will come to our people by reading the same, that our Church 
Councils would likewise, this year, see to the spreading of two publica- 
tions entitled “History of Lutheranism in Northwest,” by Dr. Trabert 
and “Daily Readings from Luther,” by Dr. J. Sander. These books are 
popular in style, easily read, filled with facts and edification. 


Quapri-CeNTENNIAL. 


Next year being the 400th anniversary of the great Lutheran Refor- 
mation, the success of which movement broke the tyrranous grasp of 
Roman heirarchy, set the mind of man free, circulated biblical truths with 
profusion and made possible the great work of our protestant denomina- 
tions of today, it is proper for us as children of the great mother Church 
to observe with deepest reverence the beginnings of the Reformation 
movement. The General Council has taken proper recognition >f this 
fact and has arranged for a joint Lutheran committee on Quadri-Centen- 
nial celebrations with headquarters at 925 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, 
Pa. This committee is prepared to give suggestions, literature and help 
in various ways to each and every Congregation that plans to celebrate. 
I would suggest that our Synod interest itself deeply in this celebration 
and in addition to local Corigregational celebrations to have joint mass 
meetings, Jubilee meetings and pageants in such Lutheran centers as Mil- 
waukee and Twin Cities at least. Each Pastor should, from now on to 
the end of this celebration, be a press-agent flooding the local press with 
news matter relative to the Quadri-Centennial. Sermons, lectures and 
addresses should constantly bear upon the work of the Reformation and 
wherever possible they should be carefully reported to the local press. 
Souvenirs, medals, buttons for Sunday Schools, Luther Leagues, Mission 
Organizations, Ladies’ Aids and Men’s Brotherhoods should be procured 
in time and liberally distributed and worn with spirit of pride in order to © 
show to the world the fact of the Reformation. One denomination alone 
stands forth as protestant, par excellence, and that is the Lutheran. This 
mother Church of true protestantism the world over must arouse herself 
according to the Anglo-Saxon and American method, seize hold of the 
reins of the public press in order to educate public opinion. The Synod 
of Northwest holds a strategic place in the American Republic. It is 
powerful enough to make itself felt and if it only pushes itself to the 
front it will arouse wonder and surprise in the camps of others and 
bring light to the world unknown before. I would recommend that 
Sunday, September 24th, be set aside as the one great day, this year, the 
25th anniversary of Synod, when every Pastor in Synod would pow- 
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erfully present to the Congregations the principles, life and activities — 


of the Lutheran Church, and our Synod in particular. 


Our SEMINARY. 


_ We are glad to report that Field Secretary, the Rev. Wm. Eckert, 
has canvassed our Synod in the interest of our $50,000 endowment pledge, 


and that some $22,905.09 have been subscribed by Congregations of our 


Synod. We hope, however, that the Secretary will continue his canvass 
until the entire sum pledged has been covered. In October, 1915, oc- 
curred the inauguration of President Elmer F. Krauss, D.D., and the 
installation of Professors Harry Bertram Reed, D.D., and Joseph Stump, 
D.D. We are indeed happy over the fact that a former Pastor of our 


Synod is President of our Seminary at Maywood and that two Professors | 


beside him are former Pastors of our Synod. Rev. Wm. Eckert is also 


a member of our Synod. We are vitally interested in the welfare ane. 


success of this School of Prophets. 
‘S¥NopICAL EXTENSION FUND. 


In addition to what is found in my last year’s report on this subject, 


I desire to say that in order to simplify matters and to work in perfect 


harmony with the unification plan that our Synodical Lot Extension 
Fund should properly be turned over to the Home Mission Board to con- 


trol and hold inviolate for use on our territory alone. We do not desire 


as a Missionary Synod to work against unification but rather for perfect 
harmony and mutual help. We request however that this fund be held 


for our territory alone. We feel also that the Home Mission Board 


would be willing to grant us this request particularly from the fact that 
they are stewards of a like fund for Ministerium of Pennsylvania. 


Sriver JuBILee oF SyYNob. 


Wednesday evening will be given over to the celebration of the 25th 
Anniversary of Synod. We shall then be permitted to hear ofthe won- 
derful works of this young body. I shall note here only a few historic 
facts. The Rev. G. H. Trabert, D.D., was the first English Lutheran 
Home Missionary of the Northwest. In 1883 he organized St. John’s 
Church, Minneapolis, and Memorial Church, St. Paul. Rev. Wm. K. 
Frick, D.D., commenced English Lutheran work in Milwaukee October 


13th, 1889. In the year 1891 the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, 


issued the following call for organization of an English Evangelical 
Lutheran. Synod: “Whereas, There are quite a number of English 
Lutheran congregations in Wisconsin, Minnesota and North Dakota of 
different Synodical connections or wholly independent, and whereas, it 
is desirable that these congregations- should be brought into closer work- 
ing relations to one another; therefore, be it Resolved, That the Council 
of the Church of the Redeemer, of Milwaukee, hereby calls on the Eng- 


lish Lutheran Churches of the General Council in the above named states, 
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through their pastors and church council, to take necessary steps for 
the holding of a convention with the General Council, and requests the 
Revs. A. J. D. Haupt of St. Paul, G. H. Gerberding of Fargo, and W. K. 
Frick of Milwaukee, to act as a committee to carry out the above reso- 
lution.” 

The Synod of the Northwest was Rane hinhnined in Memorial 
Church, St. Paul, September 23rd, 1891, and its first President was Rev. 
_ Professor G. H. Gerberding, D.D., LL.D. 

Indeed our Synod had a very humble beginning. having only seven 
Pastors, six Congregations and 343 Communicant members. The Pastors 
were the following : W. K. Frick, G. H. Gerberding, H. L. McMurry,. 
A. J. D. Haupt, W. L. Smith, A. Steimle and A. R. Leatherman. — 

The lay delegates were the following: Albert C. Behme, Paul Grohs, 
Bernt Johnson, H. W. Knauff, Henry Miller and J. G. Earhuff. 3 

Congregations were the following: Redeemer, Milwaukee; St. — 
Mark’s, Fargo; St. John’s, Duluth; Memorial, St. Paul; Trinity, St. 
- Paul. and St. Mark’s, North St. Paul. 

: Our Synod was admitted in full membership of the General Council 
at Convention held at Fort Wayne, Ind., 1893. It is now no longer the 
smallest Synod, which our present numbers and present annual appor- | 

tionment report show. 
- & Two of our Congregations have entertained the General Council, 
namely, Church of the Redeemer, “Milwaukee, 1905, and Salem, Minne- 
apolis, 1911. Our Synod has been ‘called the small Synod with a big 
name. We are outgrowing “the ‘small part and retaining the long name. 
_ We are also covering a territory Targe enough to measure up to the size 
of our name. From Beloit, -Wis., across the rich agricultural regions 
of Wisconsin, Minnesota, Manitoba and Saskatchewan ‘up to the Peace 
“River valley is a territory of agricultural possibilities greater than any 
other known to man. Sprinkled over this immense afea are prosperous 
cities enjoying a substantial boom, filled with an industrious and religious 
class of people, the great majority of which is Lutheran. Such is our 
territory. We have started our work at strategic centers and from them 
we radiate in influence: Milwavkee is such a center; the Fox River 
valley is another center; the Twin Cities a third; Winnipeg a fourth; 
Fargo, the key to North Dakota. the fifth. Livingston, our fortress of 
Montana, is the sixth. The main purpose of this Synod is expressed in 
its very name, English Evangelical. To preach the word of God, the 
faith of the Fathers, in English, the language of the land, is the birthright 
of our Synod. This has been its burden for 25 years and will be for 
times to come. 


BELorr. 


The situation of the Church of the Atonement, Beloit, is indeed most 
unfortunate. A long chain of circumstances has dragged this Congre- 
gation into the very gates of bankruptcy. Strenuous efforts have been 
made by the Officials of the Home Mission Board and our Synod to 
‘save Beloit. While voices have been heard coming over the Alleghany 
* Mountzins westward to let the Church go by default, sell its property to 
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the highest bidder, desecrate a sacred altar by turning it into a moving 
picture platform or anything whatsoever. These voices have been met 
up to the present by sincere friends of the Congregation. Just now there 
_ seems but one way possible for the saving of this Mission and this 

‘strategic center. The finances are in such condition that Synod ought 
to guarantee some $1,800 to the Mission. On the basis of such a guarantee 
the Congregation will raise locally $2,000 and Church Extension Society 
allow an additional $3,000 and save the Church from the impending 
mortgage foreclosure. I would therefore recommend that some action 
be taken by Synod that would immediately relieve the situation at Beloit. 


HoME MISSIONS. 


A word of commendation is indeed in place. Our Synod has done > 
‘marvelously well during the last year. The Home Mission Board has 
granted us during the year two additional Field Missionaries, the Rev. 
P. E. Baisler for Western Canada and Rev. W. A. Zundel for Montana, 
and in grateful response to the liberality of the Board we have overpaid 
our annual apportionment to Home Missions with over $1,300. As a 
matter of information I include the following comparative statement:

The Board at its spring meeting May 10th, passed the following: 


“Resolved, That the Home Mission Board has been pleading ever 
since its existence for thé full payment of the apportionment of the 
Synods of the General Council for English Home Missions. For the 
first time in our history two Synods have fully met their apportionment 
and these Synods do not possess the wealthiest membership. Amid the 
drain and confusion of the war and business depression, the Synod ot 
Central Canada, in addition to special contributions to the theological 
seminary at Waterloo, has shown a devotion which should stimulate all 
our Synods to emulation. 
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“To the Svsod of the Northwest we likewise extend our sedis 
tion.” 

Without any selfishness on the sae of your President, permit me to 
mention that when I became President of Synod we had no Field Mis- 
sionaries at all and my ambition and determination was to induce the 
Board to grant us an ample number. At the present time’ we have five, 
and for the first time in the history of our Synod we have passed over 
the $4,000 mark for Home Mission contributions, and still we are only 
pioneers. I woultl recommend to Synod to urge upon the Home Mission 
Board most strenuously the appointment at its very next meeting of one 
more Field Missionary for the Fox River valley and upper Wisconsin. 
There are opportunities being lost every day in this territory because of 
lack of workers. The promising cities of Appleton, Marinette, Manitowoc, 
Ashland; Bayfield and Washburn, should be cared for. The Macedonian 
* ery for English Lutheran preaching in these cities is louder than ever. 

I would also strongly recommend the passing of a substantial endorse- 
‘ment and commendation of our untiring and self-sacrificing Missionaries 
on our territory. Brethren, yours is a noble work. While the regular 
Pastor waters and tills the garden of the Lord’you are actually planting 
the seed. May you continue untiring in this fruitful work.

Women’s Home Missionary Society and in the general work of the 
Church. Hers was a life of sacrifice for the good of others. Her life 
was filled to overflowing with unselfish love and heroic service. The 
beauties of holiness, peace and harmony radiated from her in Church and 

Rev. Frank Warren Klingensmith, born in Kittanning, Pa.. May 6th, 
1868, died at Livingston, Mont., May 5, 1916. He served as pastor of 
Church of Redeemer, Utica, N. Y., from 1893-1907, when his health broke 


down and he went to Denver, Col. In 1908 he took charge of our Mission, 


the Church of the Redeemer, Livingston, Mont. With great sacrifice and 
heroic faith. he gathered funds for erection of beautiful Church at 
Livingston to be a citadel of English Lutheranism in the great empire 
State of Montana. He labored heroically until the very end of his life 
He was a man of lofty ideas, high Christian character, attractive and 
magnetic personality, modest in all his claims; a scholar of more than 
ordinary attainments, a loving and devoted husband and father.

REPORT. OF THE SYNOD’S REPRESENTATIVE AT | 


THE LUTHERAN DEACONESS MOTHER- 
HOUSE, MILWAUKEE, WIS. 


Dear year has passed quietly with many evi- 


j dences of the favor of God. Our Motherhouse now has fifty-one Sisters 


actively engaged in the work. Six young women were invested with the 
Deaconess garb and enrolled as Probationers on Good Friday. The 


feature of the year’s activities that will interest you most is the work of 
. the Visiting Sister or Parish Deaconess who has been ministering among 
the poor and afflicted whose names were reported by members of the 
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Last fall Rector Fritsche! an-_ 
nounced before that organization that Sister Louise Strey would be avail- 
able for such cases as the pastors might report. A continual visitation 
has been carried on in forty-six homes, comprising one hundred and 
eighty-five individuals. Of these but twelve are not dependent on charity 
“of one kind or another.. That is to. say, the work has been almost ex- 
’ clusively among the’ very poor. A. total of 582 calls were made between 
Sept. 21, 1915, and May 1, 1916. Help has been given in various ways: 
nursing, assistance with household duties, sewing, cooking, etc. Clothing 
and shoes were distributed among 87 individuals. Several utterly desti- 
tute families*were kept in clothing and shoes’ until their affairs mended 
so that they could provide for themselves. Sixteen families received food — 
from time to time. Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets were sent to 
all who were in need. For some families aid was secured from the 
County Poor Office, Associated Charities, Health Department, Visiting 
Nurses Association and other charitable organizations. The following 
moneys were received from the sources designated: :

church and Sunday School affiliations established where possible, and 
all things done as unto the Lord, love of Whom has been the anentaEes ty 
motive.. The work is to be continued. — | 

We recommend that the Deaconess work be presented regularly = | 
earnestly in our parishes, especially among the young women in our 
‘Confirmation classes and. Schools.

lowing report: 


I regret cccitact that ia to the great distances it has been im- 


es possible for the committee to have a formal meeting. I find, furthermore. 


that I am the only member of the committee present at this meeting of 
Synod. All I can do, therefore, is to report progress and to state that I have a 
tentative plan in mind that I believe can be successfully worked out in 
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sich a way that will not ‘ody result in a more equitable apportionment 
but that will lead to the production of larger funds for use in the vari- 
ous activities of the Synod. Briefly stated, it is based upon the general 
plan used by Fire Insurance Companies in fixing rates, that is, the adop- — 
tion of a base rate and the use of a system of additions and subtractions 
so that greater equity may be attained than through the present method 
of a flat per capita tax. 
| Unfortunately, I have not been able to work this out into a cela ‘ 
report that can be offered for adoption at this meeting. I would suggest, 
therefore, that the committee be continued for another year and that if 
in the opinion of Synod it is advisable a make-shift be adopted this year 
in the form of additions to or subtractions from the membership in good 
standing “for apportionment purposes.” This is merely suggested, how- 
ever, as a temporary plan in case Synod these it es ae: to consider 
such a plan at this time.

The following communication from the Inner Mission So- 
ciety of Minneapolis was then read: | 


‘Dear BretHREN:-—Since your Synodical meeting is drawing near, I 
wish first of all to express our gratitude for your official recognition of 
our organization given at your meeting of last year, and for the financial 
support we have received from your esteemed body. We also believe it 
to be our duty to inform you at this time of work done by the Lutheran 
Inner Mission Society of Minneapolis in 1915. 
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Qur work has been continually growing and undoubtedly the confi- 


dence of our Lutheran people in it is steadily increasing. Kindly permit 


me to give you a brief statement of the different orate of the work and 
its growth. 


Work Among the Sick and Poor—~ 182 calls were made in Hospitals. 
1,369 calls were made to private famili , either to visit the sick, to make 
investigations of conditions, and to lend a helping hand both todily and 


‘spiritually. Over 5,000 Church papers, prayer books and Testaments were 


distributed free. 29 persons were assisted to free medical treatment and 
hospital care. At the Christmas celebration for the poor, 216 children and 
over 60 families received new clothing and baskets of food, toys and 
sweets. Many hundred pieces of good clothing were — to. poor people 
during the year. 


Rescue Work—19 unfortunate girls were aided, infionced to the 
good, and in many cases with very satisfactory results. 


W ork for Homeless Children —We wete interested in 27 cases. Most. 
of these children were adopted into good private families after we had 


.made thorough iin Six children were placed in Orphan’s 
Homes. 

Unclassified and Miscellaneous Cases had 47 of They | 
differ very much from each other and sometimes a single case required 


‘days of work, not only for one but for several persons. Our two Sisters 


are engaged in all these branches of the work. We need more such angels 
of mercy in our large city of over 300.000 inhabitants. | 


- Hospice Work—During the year 1915 we registered 1.168 persons, 


an increase of 100 over last year. The weekly Bible class lectures given 


hy Pastor Rockey were kept up, and were greatly appreciated. 


The Lutheran Hospice is still the headquarters of our mission activ- 
ity, this only by force of circumstances. It stands to reason that a com- 
bination of this kind is not ideal. To make a real success of it, the 
Hospice should have a place apart from the other mission work. As it is, 
all classes of people come there to ask for help or relief of one kind or 
another. The room we have is not adequate to serve the two purposes. 
Persons often have to wait until they can be' received for a hearing. and 


. must sit in the entrance hall. This should not be. 


We have not the proper space to keep the clothing for the poor, no 
the proper place from which to deliver it. These conditions are. growing 
worse from year to year as the mission work develops: Very often way- 
ward, penniless girls and women come for housing atcommodations, the 
latter often with children. In many cases we cannot refuse them, yet they 
do not. belong in a Home for young women. 


One can readily see in what great need we are of a new Girl’s- Home. 
We owe it to our people in the rural districts who come to our city with 
the expectation of finding a good girl’s home and we must give tiem what 
we promise. 
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cumstances, our Board has felt justified in starting a financial campaign 


in the country during the summer and a city-wide campaign in the Fall 
to raise the funds fora girl’s hame. Weask you to recommend this work to . 


your people that they may further it with their prayers and gifts.

¥odt meiede held two meetings during the year, both of them in 
Treasurer Monsons’ office, 500 Germania Building, St. piers Minn., viz., 
on June. 24, 1915 and on June 6, 1916. 


All the members were ‘present. The Board organized by re-electing 


its former officers, viz., President, G. H. Traber; ‘Secretary, James F. 
Beates; Treasurer, Otto Monson. 


The Treasurer reported $240.25 received since the meeting at Synod, 
making a total of $1,068.80 in the uninvested funds of the Board at that 

The Board took up its first application for relief by granting the 
sum of $50.00 per month from August 1, 1915, the time the General Coun- 
cil English Home Mission Board was to discontintie its support. — 


“The Treasurer was instructéd to invest, if possible, $500.00 in an ap- 


proved mortgage, and to deposit the balance 
in relief as needed. 


The matter of incorporating: the Board, as referred t to it bes Synod, : 
was: considered and tabled for the present. 


A committee consisting of Dr. Trabert sid Mr. Anderson was ap- 


pointed to formulate, if possible, the general rules of the Board, as di- 
7 rected by Synod. 


Board offers Synodical the addition to 

Rule 15, viz.: “Should a minister of our Synod decline to contribute to 
the Ministers’ Relief Fund, according to Rule,3, for a number of years, 
and then begin i in hope of enjoying the. benefits of the Fund when | disabled 
or superannuated, he shall be required to pay into the Fund, at the rate 
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-SEcOND MEETING. 


All the sade: except Mr. Anderson, were present. 

The Treasurer’s report showed receipts during the year thus fact of 
$229.65 from congregations ; of $119.55 from pastors; and of $501.90 from 
invested funds, or a total of $851.10. The expenses were $450.00 pick 
_ to beneficiaries up to May Ist,.and $28.00 for incidentals. 

_. Treasurer Monson also reported $600.00 invested at 6 per cent in the 


Fillmanson Mortgage, Itasca County, Minnesota. The interest on the 
Hon. C. A. Smith note for $5,500.00 has been paid up to June 1, 1916. 


The interest on the C. A. Smith Timber Bonds, now under the control of 
a committee in Chicago bankers amounting to $506.25, since August 1, 
1914, has not yet been paid. However 9 per cent Distribution on the 


Principal (viz., $4,500.00), or $405.00 has been received since this meeting. 
The Committee on “General Rules” for the Board’s guidance ‘in its - 


beneficiary operations was unable to report, and was requested to pre- 
pare such recommendations for your consideration at this convention. 
The report is herewith presented: : 

Your Committee begs leave to state that Rule 12 of “Rules and Regu- 
lations, etc.,” defines how benefits shall be given to disabled ministers, ac- 
cording to which no definite action can be fixed to cover all cases. Inas- 
much as our Fund is as yet small and increasing very slowly, your Com- 
mittee would recommend that for the present and until Synod shall see 
fit to order otherwise, the following rules shall govern: 


The maximum amuunt to be given to superannuated or dis- 
abled minister shall be $25.00 per month. 


2. That the minister’s widow, where necessary, shall, as soon as she 


becomes a widow, receive an amount not exceeding $25 per month, pro- 


vided, however, that such allowance may be terminated at any time if — 
in the judgment of the Board it is no longer needed. 


3. In case of orphan children the maximum amount. which a child 
shall receive shall be $10 a month up to sixteen years of -age, according 
to rule 13. Should the last child at any time before it reaches the age of 
sixteen no longer need the it shall to dis- 
cretion of the Board. 


Th view of the many delinquents, both of ‘and 
as reported by the Treasurer, the Board adopted Mr. Monson’s motion as 
follows: “That the Board request Synod to appoint a committee in each 


Conference to keep the matter of the Ministers’ Relief Fund before our 


‘fastors and and to urge them to the prompt support of the 
same.” 


$81.25 from pied One congregation 
could not pay its quota, paid in $11.00, or at the rate of 1 per cent of his 


income, being double the amount required. It would be well if the -prec- 


edent might become a rule. It would stir up the negligent pastors to 
see that their congregations did their duty in supporting the Fund:..and 
shame those stingy congregations to aid their pastors’ worthy efforts. - 
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Your strongly feels that this important ad Ministerial 
Relief is not being as heartily supported as it should.~ Now that we are 
launching out in this good work, it is highly necessary that our income 
should be promptly at hand. Not only should we have ample income from 


_ the interest of the investments, but we must also increase the invested 


principal as much as possible, so as to be able to take up the increasing — 
calls for aid. These demands are sure to grow from now on, and the 
Board should be able to meet them promptly. We cannot do this without 
your loyal and hearty support. Hence our earnest appeal to Synod to 
insure this faithful support by all of its members, both clerical and lay. 

The term of office of Justice A. Holt expires with this convention, 
and his successor should be chosen. |

Rock Island and Moline, contiguous cities. with Augustana College 
and Theological Seminary and Augustana Publication House, constitute 
the heart of the great Swedish Augustana Synod. The thirty-fifth con- 


vention was numerically the greatest and, Gespite our fears, a spirit of 
loyalty and brotherly love. prevailed. 


_ This Synod had a delegation of four clergymen and two laymen 
present. The former officers were re-elected. The body now composes 
1,730 ministers and 2,599 congregation and 494,501 communicants, holding 
Church property to the value of thirty-five million dollars. 


1. Responding to the masterful report of President Schmauk, the 
General Council lamented “the tribulations, and manifold sorrows” of 
the great European War, and expressed “profoundest sympathy with 


our brethren in the faith irrespective of nationality, who are affected by 
the great conflict.”

2. Regarding gencral movements in the Christian world which have 
arisen in the last few years looking to the drawing together of the whole 
Christian Church on earth, such as the movement of a free Protestantism 
towards a united foreign m‘ssion objective, the Federation of Churches, 
and other movements of a similar character, we recommend, that, while 
we cannot at this time organically participate, it is well nevertheless to 
keep fully informed as to their trend, direction, and development. 
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3. Concerning Lutheran Federation it expressed the hope that efforts 


will be continued which .will lead to a satisfactory relation between 
Lutheran bodies of this country. 


a 4. It appointed a commission on United States Army and Navy 
Chaplains to see that our Church is properly represented. — Rev.

‘advance is noted in India, Burmah and Japan. The Council calls upon 
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the Church to celebrate in connection with the quadri-centennial the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the departure for India of Father Heyer, the 
pioneer American missionary in India. And also authorized special offer- 


‘ings for the relief of the German Missions in India and Africa, whose 


work has been crippled by the war. 


7. The Board of English Home Missions reported that the oniiieation 
plan has been accepted by the last two Synods. During the biennium 
18 new missions were established, 14 became self-sustaining and 114 
served by 8/7 Missionaries, and comprising 8.645 communicants, were

The Seamen’s Mission has 
been peculiarly helpful to Lutheran seamen at this time stranded in 
American ports. 


15. The ‘oaheieies Graded Sunday School Series has now entered 


upon the twentieth year of its youth. Negotiations are pending with the 
General Synod and the joint Synod of Ohio for joint ow ve 
literature. 


16. The most far-reaching and delicate question arising at this con- 
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vention was the revision of the General Council's Constitution, proposed 
by the Augustana Synod. With great unanimity and good feeling a large 
and representative committee of thirty-three was appointed, with Presi- 
dent Schmauk as chairman, to report in 1917. 


17. The Executive Committee was instructed so to arrange the 
work of the next convention that the great question, problem, and causes 
of the Church predominate, and that minor business transactions be re- 
ferred to committee sessions. 


18. Quadri-Centennial Committee that Joint Conmittes 
was acting through three sub-committees: (a) On Finance; (b) on 
Public Committees; (c) on Literature and Publicity. The plans peeanand 
enlisted great interest and enthusiasm. 


19. The Council will hold Semi-Centennial Convention in Gictnteain, 
1917, in the historic Zion German Lutheran Church, Philadelphia, the 
cradle of American Lutheranism, when will be celebrated the one hundred 
and fifth anniversary of the arrival in America of the eateperce Muhlen- 
burg.
